Alcorn’s bill to provide for the con- 
struction of levees on the Mississippi 
river authorizes the Chief Engineer 
of the Army to cause to be made, as 
soon as practicable,such explorations, 
surveys and drawings as may be ne- 
cessary for the location, design and 
execution of a complete system of 
levees for the reclamation of the Mis- 
sixsippi between Cairo and the Cadiz. 
The work to be let out to contractors 
and erected under the the supervision 
of the Secretary of War and the Chief 
Engineer of the Army, provided that 
disputes as to location of levees shall 
be decided by an Engineer of the 
Army on one side and on the other 
by a civil Engineer employed by and 
at the expense of the State, county 
individual or individuals concerned 
in each of the said disputes, subject 
to a final appeal to the Secretary of 
War. It'also authorizes and requires 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
and sell bonds of the United States 
having not more than 40 yearsto run, 
and bearing interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five per cent per annum. 
This issue and sale to be made from 
time to time as may be necessary for 
the purposes of this act. 

Provided, That said issue shall not 
exceed such a par aggregate as — 
be necessary to realize thirty-six mil- 
lions of dollars in currency. The 5th 
section provides that the —.— of 
the sale of the bonds shall be set apart 
in the Treasury subject to the order 
of the Chief Engineer of the Army, 
countersigned by the Secretary of 
War, for the expenses of the survey, 

Provided, That this act shall not 
be held to apply to any drainage dis 
trict in which the State or levees 
district, are concerned shall not 
be completed within two years 
from the date of this act with the 
following conditions of itsoperntion, 
that is to say, First, All the swamp 
or overflowed lands held and owned 
by any State or States, within the 
drainage district, shall be ceded to 
the United States. 

Secondly. All right and title in 
the lands contracted within the lease 
of the said levee, with full jurisdic- 
tion over the same, shall be relin- 
quished without charge to the Uni: 
ted States; and the right to borrow 
earth on either side, or both sides, of 
that base for a breadth not exceeding 
two hundred feet, shall be conveyed 
forthe purpose of constructing the 
levees to the United States without 
charge. | 

Thirdly. Atax on the dranage dis- 
trict, sufficient in the opinion of the 
Secretary of War, for the mainte- 
nance of the levees within that dis- 
trict at their original size and 
strength shall be placed with the dis- 
posal of the Secretary of War annu- 
ally for the repair of these levees be- 
ginning in the first year after their 
completion. The manner of laying, 
collecting and paying over their tax 
to be made by the State legislature, 
satisfactory to the Secretary of 
War, Provided, That nothing there- 
in contained shall be held to cause 
delay in commencing the explora- 
tions, surveysand locations necessary 
for entering on the execution of the 
said levee works. The sixth sec- 
tion provides that the levee, within 
each drainage district, shall be the 
— of the United States, and 
shall be policed, repaired and pro- 
tected from tresspass under such reg- 
ulations, penalties and system as may 
hereafter be determined by law. 

The seventh section provides that 
this act shall be in force from and 
after its passage.

At 12 o’clock the bill to prevent 
fraud in the sale of Commercial Fer- 
tilizers on its third reading was an- 
nounced as the special order. 

Mr. Norwood in advocating the 
assage of the bill referred to the 
arge trade of North Carolina in fer- 

tilizers and of the large amount ex- 
nded for this commodity annually. 
rom a report made at the last meet- 
ing of the State Agricultural Society 
it was shown that a certain brand of 
fertilizers,for which thousands of dol- 
lars had been paid, contained over 
60 per cent of pure sand. The farmers 
could not avoid this imposition, and 
this act would provide for a remedy 
for the evil. The act of 1871-2 was 
not adequate to the purposes and the 
committee thought proper to substi- 
tute this bill for it. e referred to 
the act spoken of, and comparing the 
two, showed the difference in their 
effect and operation. 

Mr. Cowles objected to the 8th 
section of the bill that provides a 
fee of $15 for the State Geologist 
on each analysis, and offered an 
amendment that the fee should be 
applied to the Educational fund of 
the State. 

Mr. Murphy opposed the amend- 
ment, arguing from a scientific 
point that the chemical preparations 
required to. make this analysis 
would cost the State Geologist more 
than the sum of $15. 

Mr. Norwood said that he was in- 
formed by the Geologist that he 
would be compelled to employ a 
chemist who would operate under 
— own direction to make this anal- 
ysis. 

_Mr. Love called the previous ques- 
tion on the passage of the bill, which 
being sustained, the amendment of 
Mr. Cowles was voted upon and lost. 

The question recurring upon the 
passage of the bill, it passed by 29 
ayes to Nays none. 

The bill to amend chapter 101, pri- 
vate laws of 1870-71, being“ an act 
appointing a Weigher of Cotton 
and Inspector of flour and sali fish 
for the City of Raleigh,’’ came up as 
the special order for 12} o'clock.
